On Hijacked Plane 


M ANILA, The P h ilip p in es 
(APi — Filipino troops rushed 
a hijacked airliner with 93 per­ 
sons aboard and opened fire 
only after the leader of the six 
young Moslem rebels holding 
the plane shot two women pas­ 
sengers at, close range, the 
Philippine government claim ed 
today. 
Officials said 10 passengers 
and three of the hijackers were 
killed in the battle. One of the 
dead was the leader of the hi­ 
jackers. 
"He gave government troop­ 
ers no alternative but to rush 
the plane and save as many 
lives as possible,” a govern­ 
ment television commentator 
said of the battle Sunday at 
Zamboanga airport, about 600 
miles south of Manila. 
T w enty-tw o other persons 
were reported wounded in the 
fray which ended the hijacking 
after 48 hours and set the $4 
m illion P h ilip p in e A irlines 
(PAL) jet afire.

Karen Quinlan Said 
Taken Off Respirator 


DENVILLE, N J . (A P) 
A 
spokesman for St. Clare's Hos­ 
pital here and the attorney for 
K aren Anne Quinlan's parents 
refuse to confirm or deny news 
reports that the comatose w om ­ 
an is breathing on her own now 
w'ithout assistance from a res­ 
pirator. 
NBC News and the Morris 
County Record said Sunday 
that Miss Quinlan has been suc- 
’cessfully weaned from the res­ 
pirator that has kept her alive 
for more than a year. 
The w om an’s parents won 
permission from the state Su­ 
prem e Court on M arch 31 to 
disconnect the machine and al­ 
low her to die if a hospital ethics 
board certified her condition as 
hopeless. 
Neither the hospital nor the 
attorney 
would 
confirm 
the 
new spaper’s r»*port that Miss 
Quinlan, 22, was moved from 
the intensive care unit to a pri­ 
vate room on Saturday. 
The hospital would say only 
that her condition rem ains crit­ 
ical. 
NBC said weaning Miss Quin­ 
lan from the respirator was a 
way of bypassing the require­ 
ment for an ethics board deci­ 
sion, n e c e s s a ry b efo re she 
could be allowed to die. 
In a trial last October, physi­ 


cians testified that it w as pos­ 
sible for Miss Quinlan to live 
without the machine but that 
previous attem pts a t weaning 
had failed. 
Weaning is a common medi

patients. 
The network said Miss Quin­ 
lan's removal from the resp ira­ 
tor did not necessarily mean 
her condition has improved. 
Paul Armstrong, the family 
attorney, said the news reports 
were “ ill-informed” and based 
on “ thoughtless speculation, 
but he would not say if they 
were substantially correct.

Nixon lives in retirem ent. Ford 
emphasized themes of self re­ 
liance, free enterprise, an end 
to a growth of the federal gov­ 
ernm ent and policies that allow 
people to "do what they want to 
do with their own lives.” 
That was his m essage Sunday 
night at an open-air rally at 
Mission Viejo, about 10 miles 
from Nixon’s oceanside estate 
at San Clemente. 
White House Press »Secretary 
Ron Nessen said Ford had no 
plans to contact Nixon while in 
(he state. 
The most recent edition of the 
usually reliable Field Poll gives 
challenger Reagan, a former 
California governor, a 10-point 
edge over Ford in advance of 
the sta te ’s June 8 winner-take- 
all GOP prim ary. 
However. Ford aides claim 
their candidate is picking up 
ground and they hope his Cali­ 
fornia tour, which ends Wed­ 
nesday. will help. 
Ford also seemed optimistic, 
declaring at his final Oregon 
stop. “ I think the momentum 
has turned very directly on our 
side and I hope we can keep the 
bandwagon rolling so we can 
have a first-ballot victory in 
Kansas City.” The Republican 
con v en tio n m e e ts th e re in 
August.

Public Negotiations Session 
SALEM BOARD OF EDUCATION/ 
SALEM EDUCATION ASSOCIATION 
What follows is an open letter to make dear the position of the Salem Education 
Association concerning negotiations with The Salem Board of Education. 


TO THE TAX PA YERSO F SALEM CITY SCHOOLS: 


The Salem Education Association s Negotiating Committee appreciates the time which the 


Salem Board of Education afforded to this committee, prior to tne regularly scheduled Board 
meeting, Monday, M ay 17, 1976 at 8:00 P.M . for the purpose of attempting to resolve dis­ 
agreem ents which occurred during negotiations. 


It was stated at the Pre-Impasse panel session that the panel (consisting of three Board 


members, three members of the SEA's Negotiating Committee and the Superintendent) 
would decide on three (3) options available. They were: 
( I .) For both teams to go back to the table and pursue negotiations absent of open public 


sessions. 
(2.) To have negotiations open to the public. 
(3.) To proceed with the impasse procedure pursuant to the M ay, 1966 Agreem ent. 


The SEA s Negotiating Comm ittee position was that in order for options one or two to be 


fruitful and of benefit to all concerned, "w e would have to agree to, or come to an under­ 
standing at least, as to thedefinitions of; Negotiations, Proposals, and Counter-Proposals.” 


The SEA Negotiating team believes that a major reason w e are having problems with con­ 
tract talks is because there is not a clear understanding of these terms or their def initions. 


W hen w e asked for the Board's definitions of these terms, they stated that by expressing 


these definitions the Board would be in violation of the newly enacted "Sunshine Law' ; 
however, they w ere prepared to present a posiLon paper answering these questions at 
8:00P.M. at the regular session. 


On that basis the SEA s Negotiating t«am agreed to option number 2, which is an open pub­ 
lic negotiations sesson to be held at 4:00 p.m. Tuesday, June I, 1976, in the Junior High 
School Library. 


The position paper was given to our team at 7:50 p.m. After reading the paper, w e real­ 
ized that it was extrem ely prohibitive concerning negotiations, and the Board's adoated po­ 
sition was in violation of our M ay, 1966 Agreem ent, Article IV of Principles, which states: 
' Facts and views, proposals and counter proposals, must be exchanged treely during 
meetings in an effort to reach mutual understanding and agreem ent." 


The fact is that the Board's position does specifically authorize its negotiators to accept 


or reject teacher proposals, but does not authorize their team to write contract language for 
the SEA's proposals. In effect, this is a refusal to offer counter proposals called for in our 
agreem ent. 


Furthermore, the Board's position paper does not speak to the questions pertaining to the 


definitions of: Negotiations, proposals oi counter-proposals, requested of the Board by the 
SEA s team at the 7:20 p.m. meeting. Thus, this indicated there is no substantial change from 
the Board's initial position. 


Because of this fact, w e are hesitant to continue negotiations, but the SEA firmly believes 


that the sincere attempts to reach negotiated ¿agreements on contract issues must be made by 
both sides and every effort must be made to resolve oil issues. The SEA has made a com 
mitment to its members, to the students in the Salem schools, and to the people of Salem 
who own those schools, to explore every avenue to resolve the stumbling blocks, in 
negotiations. 


W e had indicated that w e would negotiate at an open public session and the Si A nego 


tiating team WILL W ALK THAT LAST MILE to attempt to assure that there w ill be normal op 
eration of the Salem Schools in Sep tem b er W e SHALL meet with the Board at 4:00 P.M., 
Ju n e 1, 1976 at the Salem Junior High School Library for good faith Negotiations. 


W e would appreciate the attendance of all concerned citizens.

WASHINGTON 
— There’s 
enormous room for maneuvers 
by the unions attempting to sign 
up the fighting men and women 
of the American military, naval 
and air forces. Even a small 
piece of the action would give 
jiower to those whocan unionize 
blocs of the 500,000 National 
Guardsmen, 300,000 of the 
Reserve Corps and the two 
million 
plus 
of 
the 
new 
volunteer armed forces. 
Slowly and methodically, one 
small union, the Association of 
Civilian Technicians (ACT), led 
by a virtually unknown chap, 
Vincent Paterno, newly allied 
with the Association of Guard 
and Reserves (AGK). has been 
signing Army and Air Force 
National Guard members in 
tiny groups. But recently it 
enrolled an entire company. 
It 
is 
the 
beginning 
on 
unionization 
of 
America’s 
lighting forces. No doubt. 
Among those who have no 
doubt that the military will be 
organized by labor leaders by 
1980 are the members of the 
low-visibility and practically 
unreported Defense Manpower 
Commission. It won’t surface. 
It’s going out of business, since 
it was sworn in on April 19, 1974, 
for two years’ study of the new 
voluntary defense manpower. 
But as it folds its tents, the 
commission is distributing its 
final report to the President 
and the Congress which put it 
on the road 
THE COMMISSION is con 
earned with the threat of 
unionism to the authority not 
only of the brass hut of the non- 
coms, the backbone of the 
fighting armies, navy, air force 
and marines Will there be job 
action7 Whose work will be 
supreme, not on the battlefield, 
hut during peacetime when it 
comes to mov ing men and war 
machinery? 
So startled was this Defense 
Manpower Commission that it 
urged the following 
The President of the U S. and 
congressional leaders should 
meet with union officials to 
discuss the implications of 
unionization of the armed 
forces 
Are the labor leaders truly 
aware of the significance of 
their moves? Paterno's A(T 
appears to believe so He has 
said that lie’s not seeking the 
right to strike That's nice of 
him 
He can't have it 
The 
federal laws have much to say 
about striking the U.S. govern­ 
ment And it can be presumed 
that job action could he in­ 
terpreted as desertion 
or 
mutiny. 
But Paterno does insinuate 
that while he’s now seeking 
only to represent the various 
echelons 
enlistees, 
sergeants, etc 
in lobbying on 
the Hill, he is looking forward to 
w inning some sort of collective 
bargaining rights 
There’s 
simply 
no such hybrid as 
collective bargaining that isn’t 


hacked up by the right to strike 
And whom does one strike if 
one's in the Army, Navy, Air 
Force or National Guard and 
Reserves7 
PATERNO’S U T is 10,000 
strong out of the 50,000 per­ 
manent Guard and Reserve 
full-time 
employes 
who 
maintain the records and hard­ 
ware. This is a mighty strategic 
hillside to hold. Especially as 
his organizers continue to 
collect petitions for mem­ 
bership. letters of intent to join, 
and creation of branches 
ACT's offensive is an en­ 
filading move which the AFL- 
CIO's American Federation of 
G overnm ent 
Em p loyes 
(AFG E) isn’t about to overlook. 
The AFGE (with over 300.000 
members) reaches into vir­ 
tually 
every 
government 
department. 
It 
has 
been 
studying unionization of the 
military. A subcommittee ot its 
executive board assigned to 
deliver a full report on military 
unionization will submit it for 
approval to the AFGE's Sep­ 
tember convention in Las 
Vegas 
There isn't much doubt in the

a luxury v\nere we once said, 
"We can u.-.c that," we had to 
say. "Can't afford it.” 
in a screwy sort of way, we 
had some perverse fun with 
EXPO fora while. We vied with 
each other in economies. My 
wife would say, "I picked up a 
big box of sawdust at the 
lumber yard free. It’s for the 
garden bed. Saves us $3.50 on 
peat moss.” I ’d declare, I ’ve 
sworn off beer ... saves a buck- 
fifty a week.” Some fun. Yich! 
But we were making it. 
Then came Father's Day and 
the kids came home! One from 
Chicago, one from Baltimore. 
One phone call went like this.

Howard Metzenbaum was a 
senator, a lame-duck senator, 
with a sense of urgency.“ 
Metzenbaum said during his 
short tenure he made effective 
attacks upon giant oil com­ 
panies, companies which he 
said jeopardize the free enter 
prise system, and said he would 
continue the attack if returned 
to the Senate. 
Kay, a states rights advocate 
and an underdog in the Senate 
race, referred to Metzenbaum 
and Stanton as “ the twins, 
Howie and Jim m y ..both

them are still cut from the 
same political cloth ” 
Kay told the editors both

U .S.-Q iina Com m erce 
Increase Is Predicted 


N EW YO RK (A P » 
A China 
authority with top-level Vade 
contacts predicts a huge in 
crease w ithin two years in com 
merce between that country 
and the United States, now 
stalled at about a $500 million 
annual rate. 
Impetus for the trade will he 
the rapid industrialization ot 
the People’s Republic, fuel* i 
partly by enormous oil reserve! 
recently discovered there, said 
Harned Pettus Hoose, China 
agent for several US. concerns. 
Hoose. a Los Angeles lawyer 
who was born and raised in 
China, has spent 245 days there 
as a corporate representative 
since 1972. when President Nix 
on 
made his historic visit. 
Hoose briefed the president pri 
or to that visit. 
He forecast that US China 
trade, which amounted to $45o 
million in 1975, would sw ell to $5 
billion or more by 1980. and that 
by about 1985. US. sales alone 
to that countjy would reach 
well above $5 billion. 
'"One current deal, by itself 
if consummated, would involve 
payments by China to an Amet 
ican consortium in the billions 
of dollars, enough to generate 
many thousands ot man-years 
of work for Americans,” said 
Hoose. 
His views arc in direct con 
trast to assertions by some con 
gressmen ahd businessmen 
that China doesn’t seek further 
trade expansion with the I nited 
States, especially in \iew of re 
cent political changes there. 
The precise opposite is true , 
Hoose said, adding that Chines* 
trade officials have expressed 
frustration at their inability to 
obtain official recognition ot 
their desires from I S. govern­ 
ment officials. 
The expansion is bound to 
take place despite little support 
from the State Department. 
Hoose said, because U S com­ 
panies and those of other no 
lions,’a ware of the possibilities 
are going ahead on their own 
China, Hoose said, is’under 
going an agricultural and in 
dustrial revolution, partly in 
response to what it fears is a 
relatively weak defensive posi 
tion 
It seeks agricultural 
mechanization by 1980, and su 
perpower status before 2ikhi h< 
said 
"W e have the technology and 
equipment required to spark 
and then drive China's econom 
ic machinery ," said Hoose 
He said the potential for ex 
pans ion in China 
and there 
fore for US. firms to develop 
trade 
is almost beyond corn 
prehension, 
involving 
port 
facilities, 
railways, 
highway 
networks, telecommunications, 


mining, electronic computers. 
Other'nations already have 
recognized the potential

Ray's allegations. Hays said in 
a statement Sunday. “ My bride 
of five weeks is also disturbed.” 
He called Miss Ray “ a very 
sick woman” and added: “ I'm 
sorry I felt sorry for her.” Hays 
added that Miss Ray had been 
seeing a psychiatrist and “ I 
have spoken with him about 
Miss Ray.” 
Miss Ray acknowledged in an 
interview with CBS News that 
she s °s a psychiatrist. “ How­ 
ever, a lot of people do.” she 
said. “ I think due to the situ­ 
ation I have been in for the past 
two years. 
I 
think 
almost 
anyone would have seen a psy­ 
chiatrist.” 
In his interview with CBS. 
Hays denied ever having dinner 
with Miss Ray. saying: “ Not to 
my recollection.” 
The Washington Post, which

It Teally upsets 
me to have gas. cramps and 
diarrhea everytime I try to 
drink a glass of m ilk ,At firs t 
my doctor thought it was just 
nerves but l found out about 
the 
lactose problem from 
reading your ‘colum n and 
stopped using m ilk and all 
m ilk products. 
Miracles of 
miracles, nerves and all. I got 
well 
I wonder how many 
o th e r 
people 
w i t h 
gas, 
diarrhea and indigestion don’t 
know that milk may be their 
problem. 
My question is, your column 
indicated that there might be 
a way to split the double sugar 
with an enzyme. Is there any 
way people like me can get 
the enzyme9 I ’d dearly love to 
be able to use m ilk again 
Besides my husband would be 
happier if the market for milk 
could actually be improved. 
DEAR READER 
- Yes, 
there is a way to split the dou­ 
ble sugar, lactose, found in 
m ilk and m ilk products. And I 
am happy to tell you that it is 
now available in some parts of 
the country. The product is 
made from a special type of 
yeast and the small packets of 
it are marketed as Lact-Aid. 
You can put one packet of 
powder into one quart of fresh 
milk and let it stand in the 
refrigerator for 24 hours or 
longer and it w ill convert 
about 75 per cent of the lac­ 
tose double sugar into single 
sugars. I have tried it and it 
works.

MASSILLON, Ohio <AP) 
Em ployes at the Indian River 
School for youthful felons have 
postponed a walkout threatened 
for today after receiving new 
assurances from school adm in­ 
istrators that understaffing and 
disciplinary problems will be 
remedied. 
In a special m eeting Friday 
night, m em bers of the Ohio 
Civil Service Em ployes A ssoci­ 
ation agreed to put off the job 
action proposed two weeks ago 
until more support for such ac­ 
tion is won am ong the ranks.

122 workers at the m axim um 
security facility, which has a 
staff of 161, participated in the 
Friday m eeting. 
H o w a r d 
H e f f e l f i n g e r , 
regional supervisor for the civil 
service w orker’s group, said 
the em p lo y es 
unanim ously 
authorized the action, but they 
agreed not to walk 
out as 
planned today due to the sm all 
number of those voting.

about objectionable conditions 
at the detention facility. He said 
major issues are inadequate 
staffing, lack of rehabilitation 
programs for the unit’s

by the youths on em ployes. 
Heffelfinger, said the associ­ 
ation did not plan any further 
special m eetings this montl 
The association spokesm a > 
said Indian River Supt. Geral 1
